pana, a standard oil tanker vvith the probable capture of her captain and 
four members of the naval guard by the attacking- German submarine was 
announced today by the navy department.

Forty-seven of the survivors have been landed safelj 


The department issued this statement. 
• The standard oil tanker Campana, American steamer, was sunk by 


a «ubmarine on the morning of August 6, 143 miles west of Ilede Re, 
41 survivors reached land in safety 
It is believed that the captain of the 


steamer and four of the armed guards are pusonera on board the sub- 
marine. 


New York, Aug. 12.—The Campana was the thirty-eighth Ametican 


tnerchantship destroyed through the opeiations of German and Austrian 
submaiines and raiders since the war liegan. 
Thirteen of these ships were 


sunk before the 
"United States entered the war, Apiil 6, 1917, and 23 


since that time. 
The total tonnage of ships lost is about 113.000 tons 


including 64,000 tons since April 6. 


No American ships fell victims of the central powers in 1914 and onlj 


two in 1915 and the same number in 1916. 
When Geimany began her 


unrestricted submarine warfare, however, attacks became more frequent 
and America lost nine ships between that date and the time when the 
United Slates declared a state of war existed with that country. 


The first American ship sunk was the William P. Frye, January 28, 


1915.

OWN SHOT FROM U BOAT 


KILLED GIRL HE LOVED 


"Oh, This Murderous, Damnable, 


Unspeakable Duty!" Says 


German Captain. 


The tragic story of how a tr boat 


commander unwittingly became th 
slayer of his sweetheart la told b 
Lars Larsen, who arrived at an Atlai 
tic port on board a small cargo (team 
ship. He was an officer of the SwecUs 
steamship Ada, which was sunk o 
June 12 last while on her way from 
Gothenburg, Sweden, to Hull, Eng 
land. This is his dramatic recital: 


"Before the war began a handsom 


young German fell In love with my 
daughter Minna, sixteen and beautiful 
The German, Hans Ton Tuebinger 
was an art student and bad come to 
Sweden to study. 


"Minna soon grew to return the love 


of the good looking youngster, ane 
when the war broke out and be re- 
ceived notice to present himself at 
once to the naval unit to which he be- 
longed In Germany the poor girl was 
ready to die of grief. 


"Two months elapsed before we got 


a letter from Hans. It told us of his 
having been detailed to submarine 
woWt. After this we never heard from 
him again. 


"Toward the end of April, as we 


were neartng the coast of England on 
my schooner, the Baldar, a shell struck 
the Bnldor amidships. A splinter of 
the smashed woodwork struck Minna 
and killed her. The rest of n» had 
barely time to get into a small boat 
and get away before the schooner sank, j 
carrying down the body of my daugh- 
ter. 


"It was only then that we noticed 


the U *ioat from which the shell had 
been fired. It came close to us, and 
Judge of my horror and that of my son 
Sven when v.'e discovered that the 
captain was the man who was to have 
been the husband of Minna. His first 
question was, 'How is my Minna, and 
does she still think of me?' 


"I pointed to the place where the 


Bnldar hnd sunk-. 'What!' shrieked 
Hans von Tuebinger. 'Minna is dend'/' 


"His grief was certainly unfeigned 


when we told him what had hap- 
pened. 


"Last June my son and I were offi- 


cers aboard the Swedish steamship 
Ada, 
under Captnln Ternston. Again 


we were neftring the British coast 
when a submarine flred a shell. When 
It came close enough to enable us to 
discern the features of tho^e on the 
boat we were ng-nin almost paralyzed 
with horror to see that the commander

"Hans swore ho would gladly have 


given bis own life to save my Bon's. 
'Duty, duty!' he exclaimed bitterly. 'Oh,

pipe decreases with age; It does not 
taint or affect fluids going through it; 
It does not burst If frozen, the elastici- 
ty of the wood preventing It: it re 
quires less labor and experience to lay 
in place than metal pipe: it can. whpii 
service pipes are not taken off, be laid 
in shallower ditches than metal pipe, 
for It is not easily affected by frost; 
while more or less Joints show slight 
leakage when the pipe is first filled, 
they soon swell up and give less trou- 
ble in the end than cast Iron pip;.—

land. 
The child was reclining on the 


floor of the car and when Mr. Ireland 
reached down to change its position 
the car swerved t 
the side and into 


a ditch, overturning and pinning the 
occupants beneath. The accident oc- 
curred near Afton lake on the mac- 
adam and neax* the dri\ e that enters 
to the works of the Ansco company. 


Motorists passin galong the same 


highway reached the sport shortly and 
promptly removed the car and admin- 
istered such aid as they could. It was 
at once recognized that Mr. Ireland

Binghamton 
hospital, 


where he died as -jtated. 
Miss Ruth- 


erford was taken to the home of her 
brother, Dr. G. H. Rutherford, former- 
ly of this city but now a resident of 
Sidney. Upon the advice of physicians 
who were called she was brought to 
the hospital here. She has three brok- 
en bones, as arm, a jaw j.nd a rib, in 
addition to other injuries and her con- 
dition at midnight is extremely crit- 
ical.

The former was a good swimmer 
and had invited the latter to take a. 
swim wuh him up the river. 
They 


canoed up the Charlotte creek a short 
ways and then donned their bathing 
suits and waded down the shallow 
stream, dragging the canoe behind 
them until they reached the river. 
Goodnough then called to his com- 
panion to follow him and plunged 
out into the middle of the river. 
Silliman, however, remained in the 
shallow water as he did not know 
how to swim. 
After Goodnough had 


been swimming around a few min- 
utes, 
Silliman heard 
him 
call 
for 


help and then saw him sink. 
He 


made an effort to reach the spot 
but was unsuccessful in his attempts 
on account of his inability to swim. 


Sergeant Alfred S. Packer of the 


First Xew York Field bakery was 
in a canoe with two companions a 
short distance above the spot. 
He 


heard the call for help "and immed- 
iately paddled to the scene, arriving 
too late, as Goodnough did not again 
come to the surface. 
Packer suc- 


ceeded in locating the body and, with 
the aid of Silliman, pulled it ashore. 
Corner Getman was called and upon 
his arrival, ordered its removal to a 
work train of the Porter Brothers' 
company, which conveyed the body 
to the city, after which it was taken 
to the McCrum undertaking parlors. 
It is safely assumed that Goodnough 
was seized with cramps as he had 
suffered from stomach trouble for 
some time previous to the time of 
his death.

through the federal aid road act, ap- 
propriated a year ago $85,000,000 for 
the building of rural post roads, says 
the Philadelphia Record.

tern, but to meet community needs as 
counties or even individual sections of 
counties agree to construct such high- 
ways. The federal road act proposes to 
join these fragmentary and unequal 
roads into something of a national sys- 
tem, linking thus every section of the 
country with every other section. 


Roads may be good, however, and 


yet be barren and monotonous. What 
Is more uninviting on a hot day In sum- 
mer than a long stretch of white road 
unrelieved by trees, flowers or even 
homes on either side? Taking advan- 
tage of man's tendency to look at some- 
thing- while driving along a monotonous 
load, commercialism has disfigured our 
highways by advertisements. If the 
people of our country once get a con- 
ception of how they can beautify their 
roadways there will be In connection 
with our prospective national road 
mulling a national road beautifying. 


The Appian way was lined with the 


tombs of -wealthy and famous Romans. 
Today a drive over that celebrated 
road la taken for the sake of looting 
upon the ruins of a beauty that Is no 
more. The farfamed road that led to 
Rome; is not, however, anything like so 
comfortable for a drive nor so beauti- 
ful •• the roads of Holland that ar« 
lined with trees, giving shade, comfort 
and beauty all hi one. 


With the extent of onr country and 


the wealth of its flora there's almost 
limitless variety upon which to draw 
to beautify our roadways. A highway 
planted with ornamental and useful 
trees, even though it be but a section 
of the- road, would so impress those 
who used It with Its advantages that 
the entire highway would soon be simi- 
larly treated. 


Not only would the Idea of beautify- 


ing our roads by tree planting obtain 
favor with our people, but each state 
of the Union would soon take pride In 
Individualizing itself by planting along 
Its owa roada those trees that are in- 
digenous to the state. The different 
states have In most Instances a floral 
character of their own. 
It would be 


natural for the different states to thus 
emphasize that particular character. 
In passing from country to country hi 
Europe the signs on business houses, 
given in the language of the particu- 
lar country, tell the story that the 
traveler has crossed another border. 
In our own country, where we rejoice- 
in being one people, the particular flora 
of our roadways might well give a 
suggestion that we have left one state 
and hare entered another. 


In connection with the particular 


trees of a given section of our country 
we might emphasize the flowers of our 
various states. Our state legislatures 
have each adopted some perennial as 
then- state flower because It grows pro- 
fusely in the particular state that has 
adopted It What more delightful than 
to notor over miles of road where. In 
addition to trees planted on Its sides, 
we, see the dainty columbine or the be- 
witching wild rose or the Jasmine! 
These trees and flowers of the states 
would, when once planted beside «ur 
highways, become the pride of our peo- 
ple and a source of endless variety as 
well as objects of peculiar Interest to 
those who pass from state to state. 
"America first" would have a new 
meaning when America 1* thus beaoti- 
fl«d from limit to limit.

and what man/ Americans do not 
know la that the ceremony that to im- 
pressed our distinguished visitor* bas 
been for a great many year* prescrib- 
ed by the naval regulation* No Unit- 
ed States ship of war may pass Mount 
Vernon without paying that tribute of 
respect to the memory of Washington.. 


As the vessel approaches th» beauti- 


ful old place thtt commander orders 
the bugler to "Sound to Quartan." 
The crew, officers and men hurry to 
their places, the word passes to form 
along the side) of the ship that faces 
Mount Vernon and to stand at atten- 
tion. As the ship comes abreast ot 
the mansion the command "Salute!" 
rings out. Every man raises bis right 
hand to his cap and holds It there 
while the ship's bell tolls twenty-one 
times, once for each fan, of the na- 
tional salute. 


"Sound the retreat!" comes the order 


as the last stroke of the bell trembles 
Into silence, and the bugle sends Its 
plaintive notes across the water to the 
tree clad slopes of Mount Vernon, from 
which the echo faithfully repeats them 
to the ship.

PERIL OF LIGHTNING. 


Rules That Will Help You Aveld It 


During « Thunderetorm. 


If you are out of doors hi a very 


severe electrical storm the Electrical 
Experimenter offers the following rules 
for your protection: 


Keep away from wire fences. They 


may carry a dangerous electrical 
charge long distance*. Cattle In pas- 
tures are frequently killed from the 
neglect of farmers to ground the wire 
of the fence. 


Keep away from hedges, ponds and 


streams. 


Keep away from Isolated trees. Oak 


trees are frequently struck; beech are 
seldom struck. It la saf* In a dense 
forest. 


Keep away from herds of cattle and 


crowds of people. 


Do not hold an umbrella over you. 
It la safer to sit or He down hi an 


open field than to stand. 


Drivers should dismount and not 


stay close to their horses. 


Do not work with any large metal 


tool or Implement. 


If you are indoors: 
Keep away from the atova and chim- 


ney. 
The hot gasea from the chimney 


may conduct the lightning to and down 
the chimney. 


Do not take a position between two 


bodies of metal, as the stove and wa- 
ter pipe, for example. An exception 
to being near metals Is the case of an 
Iron bed. One of the safest places Is 
on a mattress la an Iron bed, provided 
you do not touch the metal. The metal 
surrounding you makes a safe cage 
which will prevent tha lightning from 
reaching a person Inside. 


Do not stand on a wet floor nor 


draw water from the well or faucet. 


Do not stand directly under a chan- 


delier, near a radiator nor on a regis- 
ter. 


Do not use the telephone.

FAIRNESS TO RULE 


IN TRAINING MEN 


Ro Favoritism In New Array, 


Secretary Baker Pledges, 


AMUSEMENTS FOR TROOPS, 


Hll Safeguard* of Selene* and Mcdi- 


Cln« Will B« Thrown Around Train- 
ing Campa—Tall* of th» Graat St*p» 
Forward That Hava B««n Tak»n In 
tha Diffarant Branch** of th* Sarviea. 


What the government promises to i 


the great army of young men being 
called to the colors and to their fathers 
and mothers ban been outlined by Sec- 
retary of War Baker. 


"It la provided In the law that when 


those armies are assembled there shall 
be no difference between the rejrular, 
tha national guard and the national 
army," said the secretary. "But every 
man, whether he has had training In 
the regular army or not, whether be- 
has bad training In the guard or not, 
•whether he be a member of the selec- 
tive national army. Is equal in dignity, 
In responsibility and in opportunity, u 
member of the army of the United 
States. 


"There will be preserved that Just 


pride which the people of our several 
states have In their own soldier boys, 
to that the soldier from New York will 
be known as a part of the contribution 
of this great commonwealth to our na- 
tional strength and the soldier from 
Wisconsin and from Ohio and from 
Texas equally designated, bnt the eyes 
of the country in all that Is done for 
them and In all that they do for us 
there is to be neither distinction nor 
prejudice nor favoritism, but they 
•tand equal as the servants and as the 
upholders of our liberties. 


Amu**m*nt* Planned. 


"Modern times have witnessed many 


Bew thlnga. The great science of med- 
icine and sanitation has wonderfully 
advanced, and all the safeguards that 
knowledge and science can 
throw 


iround our soldiers la to bo placed 
•bout them. 
And In these great en- 


campments where they are to be train- 
ed modern recreation experts are to 
provide 
wholesome 
and 
attractive 


amusement* for their leisure, so that 
when they come out of the nrmy they 
will have no scars except those honor- 
ably won in warfare against the enemy 
of their country." 


Mr. Baker assumed the war portfolio 


with the reputation of a pacifist. There 
ire many public tncn who stlli regard 
him as too much of a pacifist to admin- 
ister the wnr department efficiently in 
time of war. The secretary is bent 
Vpon confounding these doubting souls. 
He may be a pacifist, but he believes 
this war. is a righteous war, being 
fought to bring tho world nearer uni- 
versal peace. 


"In 1770, on the 4th day of July, a 


nation wa5 born, dedicated to a new 
theory of government and n now Idenl 
of human liberty," be said. "On tho 
4th day of July, 1917, our newspapers 
announced throughout u vast and pop- 
ulous continent to n people who for 
more than 100 years have known polit- 
ical liberty and with It unexampled 
progress that an expeditionary force 
of their soldiers hud landed, without 
the loss of a man, on the soil of Franco 
to defend in that place the great prln- 
tlple of democracy and liberty under 
which they have thrived BO long. 


Devoted to Juitlc*. 


"America hns chosen—nny, she chose 


fej 1770—that sho Intended to bo dcnio- 
rratlc in her policies and in her gov- 
ernment, and our wholo history of 
more than 300 years justifies tho state- 
ment that our people are wedded and 
devoted to the Idea of international 
Justice as tho rule upon which notions 
•ball live together in peace uud amity 
upon the earth. 


"So that when we entered this wnr 


wo entered It in order that we nnd our 
children and our children's children 
might fabricate a uew nud better civili- 


zation under better conditions, enjoying 
liberty of person, liberty of belief, free- 
dom ot speech and freedom aa to oar 
political institutions. 


"We entered this war to remore from 


ourselves, our children and our chil- 
dren's children the menace 
which 


threatened to deny us that right. 


"Never during the progress of thin 


war lot us for one Instant forget the 
high and holy mission with which we 
entered it, no matter what the cost, no 
matter what the temptation. 


"Let 
us bring out of this war the flag 


of our country as untarnished as it goes 
in, sanctified and consecrated to the es- 
tablishment of liberty for all men who 
dwell on th» face of the earth." 


Asked to say a word on the scop* of 


the war preparations he is superintend- 
ing. Mr. Baker replied: 


"The mere business oOhis enterprise 


Is very great Pwhaps I can give some, 
idea to you of what It means if I quote 
for your information a few compara- 
tive figures. 


"Take, for Instance, the subject of 


aeronautics. In 1915 the congress ap- 
propriated something less than half a 
million dollars for the building of air- 
craft in the army. In 1917 the appro- 
priation waa ^17,000,000, and now con- 
gress has appropriated tb(S great sum 
of $6-10,000,000 for the building of aero- 
planes."

PRESERVE YOUR SHOES. 


It Will Repay You to Giv» Them Prop- 


er Car* and Attention. 


We all wear shoes. If we manage 


them rightly they will last longer, we 
will not need so many new ones and 
there will be more left for others. The 
! following suggestions from the leath- 


j er and paper laboratory of the tlnlted 
States department of agriculture can 
be utilized by every one who walks: 


Shoes should be oiled or greased 


whenever the laatber begins to get 
hard or dry. 
They should be brushed 


thoroughly and then ail the dirt and 
mud that remains washed off with 
warm water, the excess water being 
taken off with a dry cloth. While the 
shoea are still wet and warm apply 
the oil or grease with a swab of wool 
or flannel. It is best to have the oil or 
grease about as warm as tire hand can 
bear, and it should be rubbed well 
Into the leathe- preferably with the 
palm. If necessary the oil can be ap- 
plied to dry leather, but it penetrates 
better when the latter is wet 
After 


treatment the shoes should be left to 
dry in a place that is warm, not hot 


Castor oil is satisfactory for shoes 


that are to be polished; for plainer 
footgear neatsfoot, flsh oil or olelne 
may bo substituted. If It is desired to 
make the shoes and boots more water- 
proof beef tallow may bo added to any 
of these substances at the rate of half 
a pound of tallow to a pint of oil. The 
edge of tho solo and the welt should bo 
greased thoroughly. Too much grease 
cannot be applied to these parts. 


A simple method of making tho soles 


more durable, pliable and water re- 
sistant is to swab them occasionally 
with linseed oil. Betting them aside to 
dry overnight 


Many of the common shoe polishes 


are harmful to leather. 
All those 


which contain sulphuric, hydrochloric 
or cuillc acids, turpentine, benzlno or 
other volatile solvents hare a tendency 
to harden the leather and make it more 
liable to craclc.

Steep Roads Do Not Bar Generate. 
When the state of New York began 


to build concrete roads this type of 
construction was not used on grades 
exceeding live feet rise in a distance of 
a hundred feet. Experience has shown, 
however, that this limitation was un- 
necessary, and concrete roadways hav. 
incr grades of eight feet rise in fl dis- 
tance of a bund red feet, or 8 per cent, 
bare been built. 
These grades are 


steeper tnnn road builders like to bare 
on highways carrying more than a 
light traffic, no matter what kind of 
construction is employed. 


H. Eltinge Breed, first deputy com- 


missioner of the New York highway 
department, recently stated that the 
grade of concrete road seems to be 
limited only by the character of the 
mixture forming the concrete, the abil- 
ity of the wet concrete to stay in place 
until it hardens and the nature of the 
traffic on the road. 
He reports that 


even on steep gracing the use of coarse 
sand In the concrete prevents the sur- 
face from being slippery, and he adto- ! 
cntes brooming the wet concrete so | 
that the very minute particles whleh i 
make the surface smooth will be dis- 
lodged before the mass hardens. As a 
matter of fact, coucrote pavements 
have been laid in a number of cities on 
slopes steeper than those of the Xcw ! 
York highways. Dale place in Little !

tions of our muster due to casualties 
had not come through battalion head- 
quarters, and therefore we had in our 
platoon sixty-three rum rations night 
and morning and only sixteen men.

was a Canadian Scot In our 


crowd who said that the only word 
which described the situation wa« 
"p-r-r-r-a-nd:" 
There was a good deal of Jealousy at

That fight never stopped for forty-elgh 
hours, and the only place* It dldn' 
Include were the church and the hos 
pltals. I'll bet to this day that the 
Belgians who run the estamlnas In 
Poperinghe will duck behind the bar 
If yon Just mention Canada and Aus 
tralla in the same breath. 


But I'm bound to say that It wa 


good, clean fighting. Nobody fired, a 
shot, nobody pulled a bayonet, and no 
body got the wrong Idea about any 
thing. The Australian heavywelgh 
champion v.-ho landed on me wen 
right out In the street and saluted on< 
of our lieutenants. We had Just on< 
satisfying reflection after the fight was 
over—the Australian battalion that r& 
lieved us fell heir to the counterattack 
which the Germans sent across to even 
up on our bombing raid. 


Down to the Somme. 


We began our march to the Somme 


by a hike to St. Omer, the first Brit- 
ish headquarters In Europe. Then we 
stopped for a week about twenty miles 
from Calais, where we underwent a 
course of Intensified training for open 
fighting. 
The Infantry tactics, 
in 


which we were drilled, were very simi 
lar to those of the United. States army 
those which, In fact, were originated 
by the United States troops In the days 
of Indian fighting. We covered most 
of the ground around Calais on our 
stomachs In open order. While It may 
seem impertinent for me, a mere non- 
com, 
to express an opinion about tho 


larger affairs of the campaign, I think 
I mnv be excused for saying that the 
war didn't at all take the course which 
was erpected and hoped for after the 
fight on the Somme. Undoubtedly the 
allies expected to break through the 
German line. That Is well known now, 
While we were being trained near Ca- 
lais for open warfare a very large 
force of cavalry was being assembled 
and prepared for the same purpose. It 
was never used. 


That was last August, and the allies 


haven't broken through yet. Even- 
tually I 
believe they 
will 
break 


through, but'ln my opinion men who 
are drawn for service In the first 
half million o* uatr new American 
army will be veterans In Europe before 
the big break comes which will wreck 
the Prussian hope of success In this 
war. And If we of the TT. S. A. don't 
throw In the weight to beat the Prus 
sinns now they will not be beaten, and 
In that case the day will not be very 
far distent when we will have to beat 
them to save our homes and our na- 
tion. War la a dreadful and Inglorious 
and 111 smelling aud cruel thing. 
But 


If we hold back now we will be In the 
logical position of a man hesitating to 
go to grips with, a drunken, savage, 
shrieking, spewing maniac who has nil 
but whipped his proper keepers and Is 
going after the onlooker. However, I 
wish we bad had two months more of 
weather on the Somme. There might 
have been a different story to tell. 


Simplified Medicine, 


We got drafts of recruits before we 


went to the Somme, and some of our 
wounded men were sent back to Eng- 
land, where we had left our "safety 
first battalion." That was really the 
Fifty-first battalion of the Fourth di- 
vision of the Canadian forces, com- 
posed of the physically rejected, men 
recovering from wounds and men In- 
jured In training. The Tommies, how- 
ever, called It the "safety first" or "Ma- 
jor Gilday's Light Infr.ntry." 
Major 


Gilday was our battalion surgeon. He 
was Immensely popular, and he achiev- 
ed a great uatue for himself. He made 
one realize what a great personal 
force a doctor can be and what an un- 
necessary elaboration there is In the 
civil practice of medicine. 


Under Major Gilday's administration 


no man In our battalion was sick If he 
couM walk, and If he couldn't walk 
there was a reasonable suspicion that 
he was drunk. The major simplified 
medicine down to an exact science of 
two forms of treatment and two rem- 
edies—"number nines" and whale oil. 
"Number nines" were pale oval pills, 
which. If they had been eggs, would 
have run about eight to an omelet 
for six persons. They had an Internal 
effect wnicn couia oiuy t>« defined as 
dynamic. After our men had become 
acquainted with them through personal 
experience they stopped calling them 
"number nines" and 
called them 


"whiz-bangs." 
There were only two 


possibilities of error u»der Major Gil- 
day's system of simplified medicine. 
One was to take a whiz-bang for 
trench feet and the other to use whale 
oil externally for some form of digea- 
tlonal hesitancy. And In either case 
no permanent harm could result, while 
the error was as eimplo of correction 
as the command "about face." Blighty 
was therefore not very popular with 
our battalion, bllgbty being the trench 
name for the hospital 


Two -weeks and a half after we left 


Belgium we arrived at Albert, having 
marched all tbo way. Tho sight which 
met our eyes as we rounded the rock 
quarry bill oqfsldf of Albert wai won- 
derful beyond description,

him. Within sight of the spot where 
h« sat wondering he later fell In action 
and died. The scene which so im 
pressed him gave us all a feeling o: 
great awe. Great shells from a tnou 
sand guns were streaking and crlsa 
crossing the sky. Without glasses 3 
counted thirty-nine of our observation 
balloons. Away off In the distance ] 
saw one German captive balloon. The 
other aircraft were uncountable. They 
were everywhere, apparently In hun- 
dreds. There could have been no more 
wonderful panorama picture of war In 
Its new aspect. 


Our battalion was In and out of the 


town of Albert several days waiting 
for orders.^ The battle of Courcelette 
was then m progress, and the First, 
Second and Third Canadian divisions 
were holding front positions at terri- 
ble cost. In the first part of October, 
1916, we "went In" opposite the fa- 
mous Kegina trench. The battleground 
was Just miles and miles of debris and 
shell holes. 
Before we went to our 


position the ofBcers and non-coma 
were taken In by scouts to get the lay 
of the land. These trips were called 
Cook's tours." 
On one of them 1 


went through, the town of Polzers 
twice and didn't know It. It had 
population of 12,000 before the war. 
On the spot where It had stood not 
even a whole brick was left, It seemed. 
Its demolition was complete. That 
was an example of the condition of the 
whole country over which our forces 
had blasted their way for ten miles 
since the previous July. There were 
not even landmarks left. 


The "Cook's Tour." 


On the night when we went In to In- 


spect the positions we were to hold, our 
scouts, leading us through the flat des- 
ert of destruction, got completely turn- 
ed round and took us back through a 
trench, composed of shell holes con- 
nected up until we ran Into a battal- 
ion of another brigade. The place was 
dreadful beyond words. 
The stench 


of the dead was sickening. In many 
places arms and legs of dead men 
stuck out or tho trench walls. 


We made a fresh start after our blun- 


der, moving in single file and keeping 


touch each with the man ahead of 


him. We stumbled along in the dark- 
ness through this awful labyrinth until 
we ran Into some? of our own scouts 
at 2 a. m. and found that we were 
lalfway across No Man's land, sev- 
ai-al hundred yards beyond our front 
hie and likely to be utterly wiped out 
In twenty seconds should the Germans 
sight us. Fine guides we had on this 
'Cook's tour." 
At last we reached 


our proper position, and fifteen min- 
utes after we got there a whiz-bang, a 
ow explosive murderer, burled me 
completely. They had to dig me out. 
A few minutes later a high explosive 
shell fell in a trench section where 
hree of our men were stationed. All 
we could find after it exploded were 
one arm and one leg, which we buried. 
The trenches were without trench 
mats, and the mud waa from six Inches 
:o three feet deep all through them. 
There were no dugouts, only merely 
miserable "funk holes," dug where it 
was possible to dig them without un- 
covering dead men. We remained In 
,his position four days, from the 17th 
o the 21st of October, 1916. 
There were reasons, of course, for 
he difference between conditions In 
Jelglum and on the Somme. On the 
Somme we were constantly preparing 
'or a new advance, and we were only 
emporarily established 
on ground 


which we had but recently taken after 
ong drumming with big guns. 
The 


renches were merely shell holes con- 
nected by ditches. Our old and ublqui- 
ous and variously useful friend, the 
andbag, was not present In any ca- 
lacity, -»nd therefore we had no para- 
pets or dugouts. The communication 
renches were all blown In, and every- 
thing had to come to us overland, witn 
he result that we never *were quit* 
ure when we would get ammunition, 
•atlons or relief forces. The most aw- 
ul thing was that the soil all about us 
was filled with freshly buried men. If 
we undertook to cut a trench or en- 
arge a funk hole our spades struck 
nto homan flesh and the explosion ef 
_ blsr shell along our line sent decom- 


ett and dismembered and sickening 


mementos of an earlier fight shower- 
ing among us. We lived in the muck 


nd stench of "glorious" war, those of 


us who lived.
